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In September 1953 a Kuwol-san coast guard unit of the North Korean Army with 
120 men was s tationed in civilian houses at Wonmoru-dong (N 37 <*53, E 125*59)

gun^SRhe unit had four light machine guns. 

During the day the men received military training or rested. Between 1930 and

In September 1953 an unidentified North Korean army coast guard uni^jitt^bout 
300 soldiers was stationed on Yongmae Island (N |?-46, E 125*54) 

The soldie rs were sta tioned in the towns of Hanjong-do ng, On-dong 
I 125-54) HUB and Chin-dong (N 37-^7, E 125 -55 ) T ^ ie head- 
quarters was at Hanjong-dong. Most of the soldiers were billeted in civilian 
houses in the three towns, but some were using bunkers and trenches which they 
were repairing and which had been occupied by the United Nations forces ‘before 
the armistice. 

The unit was equipped with Soviet rifles and burp guns^ 2 heavy machine guns, 
6 light machine guns, 4 x 65-mm. mortis, and 5 x 85 wmm* direct firing guns. 
Two of the mortars and one heavy machine ’ gun were oh Hasan Hill near Chin-dong. 
Two mortars were on a hill near On -dong. At night flashlight signals from the

10. The coast of Bsnip f o was guarded only at low tide during the day, but was 
guarded constantly throughout the night. At night, signals on Panip'o were 
made by flashlight. The unit had one sailboat approximately 34 feet long, 
which was kept between Panip'o and Suraep’o during the day. At night the boat 
was kept offshore about 500 meters south of ftanlp'o.
